I am 
18 years of age and this is the first 
serious charge that has been made 
against me," 


The police are of the opinion that 


Johnson is at least 20 years of age. 
and the records will 'be searched for 
evidence against him. He will be pros- 
ecuted on a charge of grand larceny. 


His act was the boldest ever brought 


to the attention of the police of the 
college town. He was taken from tho 
county jail to Berkeley this morning, 
where he was closely questioned by 
Chief Vollmer.

The prisoners, dur- 
ing the revolution of 1900, distinguish- 
ed themselves by their depredations 
In the interior of the Isthmus. A Mex- 
ican named Ruiz Sandoval also was 
taken into custody.

rested had recently arrived in Panama.

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 11, noon.— 


Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholalevltch, 
president of the council of national de- 
fense, narrowly escaped assassination 
yesterday afternoon at the hands of 
the Imperial Guards in the guard camp 
at Kraanoye-Selo.' 


Thus far the Associated Press has 


only been able to obtain meager de- 
tails of the affair, from which it ap- 
pears that the grand duke was person- 
ally reviewing the 
maneuvering and 


putting the troops through blank flrlng 
practice, when

lets about his head. 


NOT TOUCHED. 


Fortunately neither himself nor his 


horse was touched. The command to 
cease firing: was Immediately given 
and the soldiers of the regiment from 
which the bullet came were marched 
back to their quarters and an Investi- 
gation was begun in the hope of ascer- 
taining from the barrels of the rifles 
which of the soldiers fired ball cart- 
ridges.

PLOT OF GUARDSMEN. 


One of the grand duke's aides-de- 


camp, who, however, was not person- 
ally present, advanced the theory that 
possibly the bullets were flred by acci- 
dent, but he considered that beyond a 
doubt there was a plot on the part of 
a number of disloyal guardsmen who 
deliberately planned to take the grand 
duke's life under cover of the general 
blank cartridge firing. 


NO ACCIDENT. 


"It was no more an accident," the 


aide'-ae-camp said, "than was .the fir- 
ing of the charge of grape from the 
saluting battery at the winter palace 
on the occasion of the ceremony of 
blessing the waters of the Neva by the 
emperor a year.and a half ago. .

Returning College Students Can 


Not Find Accommodations— 


University May Suffer. 


BERKELEY, Aug 11.—After a con- 


ference between President Wheeler and 
Professor George C Edwards, the lat- 
ter being the official adviser of the 
men students it was announced that 
the se\eral hundred university stu- 
dents who are almost certain to find 
themselves without a place to sleep or 
lodge when college opens cannot hope 
for relief measures from the univer- 
sity. The situation Is expected to re- 
sult in the abandonment by hundreds 
of students of their plans for a uni- 
versity 
career 
President 
Wheeler 


said today that such apparently would 
be the outcome of the situation. 


The town Is crowded, and vacant 


rooms are almost an unknown quan- 
tity because of the influx of families 
from San Francisco since 
the 
flre. 


When to this Influx is added the thou- 
sands of university students who are 
now returnlng_ to Berkeley to enter col- 
lege, the result is inevitable. The uni- 
versity took cognizance of the situa- 
tion a month ago and sent circular 
letters to householders asking: them to 
list rooms for students, 
the 
replies 


have been practically nil 
The uni- 


versity accordingly finds Itself unable 
to help »he Incoming students. Port- 
able houses on the campus have been 
proposed, but the Idea apparently Is 
not deemed feasible 


President Wheeler said todaV that 


he supposed the registration figures 
would drop off a bit from last year's 
record, because of the San Francisco 
disaster, but such Is not the case The 
applications for admission are greater 
up to date than they were at this time 
last year 
On August 9, 1905, there 


were 505 applications from freshmen. 
This year there are 508 
The fresh- 


man class 
last 
year numbered 627. 


The prospect Is tha? 
the 
freshman 


class this year will be even larger. 
The freshmen will find It hardest to 
get accommodations, as older class- 
men will have their old quarters re- 
served, for the most part 


It Is believed that when scvenal hun- 


dred students are turned away from 
the state university because of lack 
of accommodations in the town, 
the 


plan to provide dormitories on 
the 


campus will be taken up by the re- 
gents. 
Conditions are such that in 


the opinion of the university authori- 
ties a dormitory system .will be abso- 
lutely necessary, if the Institution is 
to accomplish what is Intended in the 
giving of Instruction to advanced stu- 
dents from every part of the state, 
with no discrimination against any.

"It has been said by many distin- 


guished biologists and medical •den- 
tists of Europe* that the

is 


traceable to the 
poisonous diseases 


relating to horses, diseased dows and 
diseased human beings. It Is a germ 
relating to fllth and 
physical 
un- 


cleanliness, and vaccination is not the 
remedy. 


'It does not prevent smallpox. The 


remedy for smallpox 
Is sanitation, 


cleanliness, hygiene, pure air, 
pure 


food, and a strong will power. These 
cure smallpox. 
Personally I should 


prefer having the smallpox to being 
vaccinated, and the very thought of 
putting pus poison from a discharg- 
ing sore on a beast "Into a child's pur* 
blood Is simply horrible."

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San Francisco's New Complication. 


San Francisco i* confronted with a new complication in its ef- 


forts to solve the rehabilitation problem, growing ou^ of a new pol- 
icy adopted by the savings banks in regard to loans on realty located 
•within the burned area. In its weekly review pi the realty market 
and building operations, the "Chronicle" explains the situation as 
follows: "The difficulty is to secure the means with which to un- 
dertake reconstruction. Few men can draw fully on their own funds 
for this purpose. The majority must have recourse to lenders, in 
most cases the savings banks. These, they discover to their disap- 
pointment, have changed their attitude toward borrowers on realty. 
The presidents and cashier?, instead of being cordial in their wel- 
come, manifest a diffidence that is chilling on their visitors. 
The 


rate of mortgage interest has been increased because of the augmen- 
tation of the tax rate, while the loaning valuation fixed on real prop- 
erty has been much lowered by the savings banks in most instances. 
Under these circumstances, applicants for loans find that they can- 
not obtain anything like the sums for rebuilding which they ex- 
pected. From ultra-liberal in such matters, the savings banks have 
became ultra-conservative. Times have changed." 


As a result of the changed attitude of the savings banks, it is 


represented that "some property owners will have to sell, and to do 
so they will have to resign themselves to sacrifice. Several have al- 
ready accepted the inevitable, while others are preparing to bend 
their necks under the Claudine forks, resolved later to take their re- 
venge on their Sabinc foes." Among the number of those who will 
be compelled to "let go" because of their inability to borrow enough 
to restore the property destroyed are many who had invested heav- 
ily in the "down town" section of the burned area and who were sud- 
denly deprived by the conflagration of their sources of income. The 
possibilities in this respect are not, however, wholly unexpected. 
Doubtless Eastern capitalists have been waiting for the develop- 
ment of just such a situation and will make the most of it for their 
own advantage. 
It should surprise no one, therefore, if some big 


changes in land ownership in the old business quarters take place 
shortly. 
Probably the change in ownership in the case of such 


properties will really help rehabilitation. It will bring new capital 
and new blood into the city, both absolutely unfettered, which will 
instil new life into the work of restoration. There is room, at least, 
for this hopeful view of the case. 


The new policy of the savings banks in the matter of loans for 


rebuilding will work a great hardship, however, on the small prop- 
erty-owners whose homes were destroyed by the fire. Most of these 
were already mortgaged; but the mortgages, in all cases, were amply 
protected by the insurance. The policies were, however, in the cus- 
tody of the banks, and they have been collecting the money paid to 
cover the losses, applying it to redeem the mortgages. The suffer- 
ing property-owners have not handled a cent of the insurance money 
in many cases and find themselves now minus their homes and 
money and with a diminished power to borrow, according to the new 
rule laid down by the banks lending money on realty securities. 
It 


is doubtless sound business reasons which have prompted the sav- 
ings banks managers to resort to an ultra-conservative policy; but it 
will seriously hinder the rebuilding of the burned district. 
It has, 


moreover, the damaging effect, unfortunately, of depressing the 
value of the land in proportion to the reduction of the limitation 
placed on loans. However, the financial atmosphere must be cleared 
across the bay before the work of removing the effects of the great 
calamity can be proceeded with in real earnest.

Puncturing a Mining Bubble. 


The Russian consul at San Francisco has punctured a specula- 


tive Siberian mining bubble, which a skillful Seattle promoter has 
been diligently inflating for a long time past, under the name of 
the "Northeastern Siberia Company, limited." The scheme was to 
induce investors to purchase leases to mining lands in Siberia 
which were claimed to be located within the concession made to the 
corporation by the Russian government. The Russian consul issues 
a warning, however, to the public ge-nerally against making invest- 
ments in the territory described, on the ground that the Northeast- 
ern Siberia Company has no authority to lease the land embraced in 
its concession, that foreigners are not permitted to mine there, and 
that the Russian government will not recognize any lease, if made. 
It is to be hoped that the warning has been made in time to prevent 
any one from being duped, although the probabilities are that this 
"wild cat" scheme has already attracted credulous speculators who 
will now pose in the role of deluded victims and mourn over their 
losses, as has been the case in all preceding enterprises of the same 
kind. Of course they u i i l berate the promoter as a deceiver and a 
swindler, forgetful of their own weakness and folly in the matter. 


The strange thing about all such schemes is that they allure, as 


a rule, people who ought to know better and who should invest their 
money in mining enterprises nearer home, concerning whose merits 
it would not be difficult for them to obtain reliable information. 
But with such people " 't, is distance lends enchantment to the 
view," which the artful promoter understands how to exploit suc- 
cessfully. 
People who have a penchant for risking their money in 


mining venture^, who invest in schemes remotely located and con- 
cerning which it is impossible for them to obtain accurate knowl- 
edge, and \%ho neglect legitimate mining enterprises at their own 
doors which are earnestly inviting their aid. and which promise sat- 
isfactory results, deserve to suffer if they find that they have been 
hurt through misplaced faith. 
It is on such fools that promoters 


of the Seattle type fatten.

STUDENTS MAY 


WALK STREETS 


AT BERKELEY 


BERKJELET, Aug. 11.—According to 


the reports of the realty men of Berke- 
ley the Incoming students who have 
come from the country to attend th» 
University will be walking the streets 


for the want of rooms and board In 
the college town. 


The situation Is serious and demands 


immediate attention, but as yet noth- 
ing towards the housing of the stu- 
dents has been done. It Is figured that 
there will be three thousand students 
coming to the university this fall. The 
enrollment will t>e swelled considera- 
bly by the fact that the first two years 
of the medical college has been moved 
to Berkeley. Of this number of stu- 
dents one thousand are already lo- 
cated. Another thousand 
will 
find 


quarters In the fraternity 
and 
club 


houses of which they have a lease. 
The question Is, what will be done 
with the thousand or more students 
wh« will come to town In the next few 
days? 


PORTABLE HOUSES. 


The university has a 
scheme 
of 


erecting portable houses on -the uni- 
versity campus, but It Is likely this 
scheme will fall through owing to the 
tact that It will produce so many com- 
plications that the Regents of the Uni- 
versity will not consider It as feasible. 


Many of the students are making 


plans to erect tents and small shacks 
through the town. The realty men do 
not want these obstructions, as they 
call them, erected promiscuously all 
over the town, as they say that the 
town will be ruined by them. 
Still 


nothing has been done about the pro- 
viding of homes for the students. 


One complaint that the real estate 


dealers are worried about is that few 
of the moneyed men are tmlldlur In 
Berkeley to meet the demand for small 
houses, both for homes and for hous- 
ing the students. There is great need 
for small houses, costing in the neigh- 
borhood of about three thousand dol- 
lars. 


This has been a long-felt -want, y«t 


none ot the capitalists think It worth 
while to invest their money in the 
houses, although the lots In some parts 
of the town, »uch as In West Berke- 
ley, 
are very low at the present time. 


SCARCITY OF HOUSES. 


The sale of homes seem* to have 


partially stopped In the past week. 
While there were a small number of 
houses on the market for sale, last 
week there Is hardly one to be had at 
present. 
The residents ot the town 


are afraid that If they sell they will 
not 'be able to secure new home* In 
any 
of 
the cities around the bay. 


Therefore they do not care to dispose 
of their holdings. 


The selling of lots for the past week 


has been brisk. R, A. Berry & Com- 
pany report that they have dlspossd 
of a large lot In the factory district of 
West Berkeley. They also report th*t 
the property along the business cutter 
of town is showing a great rite, and 
top-notch prices may be looked for at 
any tlms. 


Law-ton & Company of Center street, 


report that they have made a number 
of sales In the past w*ek. Including 
the sale of a $12,000 house. 


Warren Cheney & Company In the 


past week sold two houses, one for 
$6000. 
They say that rented houses 


are something that Is out of the ques- 
tion In Berkeley at the present time. 


MacDermott A Company say that 


the -week* that has just closed was a 
comparatively dule't one for the dealers 
in Berkeley, although the demand for 
homes Is greater than ever. They re- 
port that the growth If a steady one 
and decidedly healthy. 
It is not a. 


speculative market, but the people are 
looking for homes and will buy mod- 
erately priced house*. 


E. E. Newton report* that there Is a 


steady demand for Berkeley property 
and1 homes. He declares that there Is 
no lack of inquiry but there Is great 
difficulty In finding the property want- 
ed by the people. "As for rentlnc 
properties," said 
Mr. Newton, "we 


haven't anything, nor Is there to be 
had anything In town. The problem 


of the students Is a most serious one." 


West Berkeley as a factory town, !• 


rapidly increasing in favor. 
One of 


the real estate men of the town has 
figured up the number of factories that 
have started In West Berkeley since 
the earthquake. He declares that there 
have been no less than thirty-seven 
.manufactories located In the west end 
of town since the fire In San Francisco.
